Amateur radio equipment will be installed 
inside a surplus Russian spacesuit. It will 
become an independently orbiting satellite once 
it is hand-deployed by the crew of the ISS 
during an extravehicular activity, tentatively 
planned for late January or early February 2006. 
Running only on internal batteries within the 
spacesuit, SuitSat will have a limited, but 
interesting lifetime beaming down special 
messages and an SSTV image as it floats in 
space.
